Clovr Blamed for Sexless Sheep 


Melbourne—'(AP)—A new disease 


which affects the fertility of sheep 
is threatening 
the reproduction 


of flocks in Western Austrulin and 
parts of South Australia and Vic- 
toria. 


An Australian Government 
re- 
search officer, disclosing the pres- 
ence of the disease, said it was 
thought originally it was associated 
with an early type of clover ftnown 
as dwalganup, but now there was 
some suggestion that later clovers 
such as Ml. Barker and Tallarook 
were involved. 


The officer said the clovers seem- 
ed to contain substances closely al- 
lied to oestrogen, a female hormone 
and similar to sliJbocslrOl, a man- 
ufactured chemical used in human 
therapeutics and betinary 
work. 
The substances, he declared, seem- 
ed to upset the ductless glands sys- 
tem of animals and affected the 
breeding organs of eweii.
